Option (1) - THAT Ryde harbour be disposed on the open market with a 
restrictive covenant that it be only used as a harbour/marina; such covenant 
to only be removed if an alternative use of the area could generate a 
significant and sustainable economic benefit to Ryde and/or the Island. 

Option (4) - THAT the final agreed terms of any disposal to a third party be 
aDDroved bv a further deleaated decision of the Cabinet Member but where 
no terms are agreed then the council will continue to directly manage the 
harbour. 


Reason for 
decision
